A False and Corrupt Doctrine. 
Polygamy is a libel upon the Mormon 
Church—a false and corrapt doctrine, re- 
pudiated by the early leaders of Mormon- 
ism in the most solemn and earnost man- 
ner. Disowned the man who is now 
claimed by church leaders to bave re- 
ceived the so-claimed revelation author- 
izing its practice among the people. For- 
bid and strictly prohibited by the Books 
of Mormon, and doctrines and covenants. 
Brigham Young. the present head of 
the Mormon Church, in giving publicity 
to this so-claimed revelation, asserted 
that it was received by Joseph Smith in 
4843. Brigham published it in 1852— 
waiting nearly nine years before he ven- 
tered to disgrace the civilization of the 
age and entail untold future misery upon 
his followers by proclaiming it a portion 
of the Mormon faith in deBance of every 
record of the church against it. The 
fact is worthy of note that the present 
leaders approached this festering sore 
with a great deal of caation; but, their 
esires and inclinations finally conquered, 
and they threw down the gauntlet before 
the bar of christianity, and for yoars have 
labored to establish the system in defi- 
ance of every sentiment of their own re-. 
ligion, the religions of the age and the 
enlightenment of the present century. 
Let us briefly refer to a portiop of the 
record, bearing in mind the oft repeated 
assertion of the present leaders, that Po- 
lygamy is a portion of their religious faith 
transmitted to them by Joseph Smith, 
the founder and defender of Mormonism. 
We find on page 423, No.3, Vol. 5, 
Times and Seasons of February lst, 1844, 
@ Mormon periodical published in Nau- 
voo, and edited by John Taylor and Wil- 
ford Weeiruff, both leading members of 
the church, and now counted among the 
Twelve Apostles, the followivg docu- } 
ment. Read it carefully: 


NoTice:—As we have lately been cred- 
ibly informed that an elder of the church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints by 
the name of Hiram Brown, &as been 


preaching Polygamy and other false and 
corrupt ioetcinns in the county of Lapeer, 
State of Michigan. This is te netafy dim | 
and the Church in general, that he has 
ibeen cut off from the church for his intqui- 
ty; and he is further notified to appear 
at:the special conference, on the 6th of 
April next te make answer to these 
charges. (Signed) 

JOSEPH SMITH, 

Presidents of said church. 


The present church leader claims that 
Smith received the Polypamy revelation 
in 1843. Yet here we have a document 
from the saine Smith in 1844, denounc- 
ing Polygamy and other false and cor- 
rupt doctrines, and cutting off from the 
church the man who attempted to dis- 
grace his religion by preaching such ini- 
quity. 

Now the question naturally arises shall 
the -Mormonpoopte betters “Drignam | 
Young or Joseph Smith? Buth cannot 
be right—for each one has made an asser- 
tion as far apart as is the North Pule from 
the South Pole. We have heard a good 
deal eaid lately in a Mormon organ about 
people slandering the dead to spite and 
annoy the living. Is Smith elandered by 
the present leaders when, in face of the 
abore solemn protest, they claim that 
nearly a year prior to this denial he re- 
ceived the revelation authorizing Poly- 
gammy? Are the people, who believe that 
the Book of Mormon is a correct spiritu- 
al guide, willing to have it asserted by 
present leaders that Joseph Smith was a 
charlatan, an ‘impostor, a falsifier, and a 
wolf hid beneath a sheep skin?

Our last left us dozing down and up 
the hillsides, frem Bear River north- 
ward, whither we jogged along until 
Aurora peeped from the far orient,

slept sta'ding through the cold and 
stilly night. Soon the shadowy same- 
ness of six hours’ travel was transform- 
ed into novelty.and the vast contour 
was turned from a seeming chaos into 
scenery of some charm. There is some- 
thing in (bis species of lecomotion call- 
ed staging—something in the mrlan- 
choly sheen of mountain moonlight— 
something in the dark-giey twilight as 
it treads on Luna's hegis, like daring 
boyhood on {decrepid ége—sometbing 
in the wakeful thought of morniog and 
the revived sigos of life—the splash of 
sunsbine and the smoke from station. 
house just hovering into view—that 
wins one’s admiration while it woos 
bim with the music of the beiling ket- 
tle and the broiling steak. One may 
damn the darkness or make faces at the 
moon—end curse kind sleep for what 
the stage-coach should be blamed for— 
but itis impossible for a sane man, with 
appetite in bis teeth and two dollars in 
bis pocket, to damo the cozy comfort of 
a station-keeper’s cabin while he's fry- 
ing the side-bacon, or buttering slap- 
jacks for your plate. 

Excuse us, please, for seeming want 
of courtesy, in pot introducing te you 
befere now our six or eign: 
de voyage. Ove of ’em is a sen of Cris- 
pin, going from Colorado to the gold 
field farther north. Another isa some- 
what gay Salt Laker, a Gentile by reli- 
gion, a wagon-boss by adoption, and a 
blacksmith by desigu. This disciple of 
Vulcan devotes bis wiaters to the anvil, 
bunt by way of change, bull-whacks it 
every spriog. Number three is a reti- 
cient Reese Riverite, bolstering bis own 
biankets and bothering none of us as 
faras heard from. Nex‘ig an Ameri- 
can citizen of African descent, destined 
for the Stinkwater, like the whole of us, 
and lately from the Boise clime. He 
went from there to open business among 
the “Saints,” but some days’ stay con- 


vinced him that their ways were worse’ 


than “Chinameo,” more bastardizing in 
their habits, and more demoralizing on 
the whole. Number five isa lank old 
lady passenger who hails from Austin, 
somewhere on Reese River, and sports 
the sobriquet ef “Sage Hea.” A ebort 
sojourn in the “City of the Sainis” quite 
satisfied her that those “‘exaltors” of her 
sex were but brute butchers of its ebasti- 
ty. uoder the bloed-dyed clouk of sacri- 
leged religion. Number six was Miss 
Mionie S - ometbing, quite a fashionable 
female. also of the commercial class, 
and hailed from Idaho city. She, too, 
is en route for Virginia City and Hele- 
na, to have ber name emblazoned (‘in 
gold letters on the list of “bigh-tened 
artistes’ of the burdy-gurdy echool. 
Two other passengers there were, from 
Boise to the Blackloot mines, mep of 
toil, though too easily allured by the 
ignis fatuns of every distant eldorado. 
The Territory of Idabo, as now locat- 
ed, intervenes between Utah avd Mon- 
tana. *Its gaiter shape, so speaking. 
rests solely upon Utah, while its toe 
touches the south-western line of Daco- 
ta, (soon to be called Wyoming.) and 
its beel supports itself on the north. 


corner of Nevada; Oregon and 
asbington bound it perpendicularly on 


the west. British Columbia caps its nar- 
row neck or head, and tbe Bitter oot 
Mountains, with a section of the Sierra 
Madre, make the hypotbenuse that sepa- 
rates Itfrom Montana. From near Boise 
River Crossing, therefore. to the sum- 
mit of the Rocky Mountain Pass, we 
travel through the “Gem of the Moun- 
tains,’ Idabo. Soon after leaving Bear 
River Station we climb the bare divide 
which, as a watersbed, turns some of the 
streams southeasterly, into Bear River, 
and thence to Salt Lake; and others 
south of west, to swell Snake River 
Fork, thence through Idaho and Wasb- 
ington to the Pacific, growing with their 
growth and strengtheniog with their 
strepgth until they swell that old-time 
stream

Idabo stretches even over close to 
Bridger. One of its thriving county 
seats, called Seda Springs, (near where, 


.in the mid-winter of ’62, General Connor 


whipped those Indian berdes,) is situate 
some scores of miles due east; and 
westward, old Fort Hall, a fortification 
of the Indian-fearing fur-men rtands leas 
distant on thé banks of the clear Snake 
River. The Snake or Lewis Fork of 
tbe great Columbia (Oregon) River 
rises, as you all may know, within a 
mile of that same spring from 


“Where the mighty Missouri rells down to the 
sea,” 


and runsin an opposite direction to it 
till it forms the: flued fence between 
Oregen and 
This curiously shaped river, as it runs 
from Montana down through Idaho, has 
twice or thrice the volume of the Pike’s 
Peak Platte. Snake-like running through 
that dim diversity of country, from ite 
land source to the South Boise, its 
Indian cognomens were well named re- 
spectively Shoshonee (croeked, winding, ) 
and the Sage Brush River. On its way 
more westward, which we hope to follow 
a few weeks from now, are situate the 
Great and Salmon Falls, the former of 
quite surpess the great ra, for vol- 
ume, width and altitude. that. terra 
incognita called its head, there are said 
to be seen, close by, some thousand 
piled-up petrifactions, of the serpentine 
and species, rfect in their 
shapes and chameleon-like in color.— 
Live rattlesnakes, which were heavy on 
the bite, were reported most abundant 
on this Fork’s head streams, serenading 
the exptorers wth their tails or climbing 
up the sage-brush fo salute them with a 
Maat: fulness of which a very little 
would for sentiment with us. 
The first “home-station” north of 
Utah’s boundary is Deep Creek, 35 miles 


} from Bear River; the next is in Marsh 


Valley, 30 miles more northward ; the 
next is at the mouth of that terror-strik- 
ing stretch called Portneuf Cafion, Rob- 
bers’ Roost or the Road-Agents’ Rendez- 
vous, whichever you may choose to term 
that twenty-eight-mile cavern close wall- 
ed by terraced beights and pillared 
ranges which support the clouds and 
keep both sun and moon eclipsed eter- 
pally.

Across the spacious plains of the Snake 
River valley, fifty miles or so, and we 
reach the Overland Ferry at Cedar Point, 
a place on that river eighteen miles 
above the Gibson Ferry and thirty miles 
from le Rock Bridge—tbe intersec- 
oad to Oreg and Monta goons 
road to on na. 

those three towering peaks called by the 
firat French trappers the “Trois Tetons,” 
(women’s breasts) break easterly in 
view, now blushing basbfully in their 
bare garb, and now coquettishly inviting 
the near clouds to kiss ‘em. Westerly 
are seen the “Two = Buttes,” ap- 
parently upheavings of the great ern 
tive m4 Thirty miles to Camass Creek. 
(the meaning of that word is where old 
Noah Webster and ourselves are want- 
ing,) through sands and lava rock, on 
one side, and the prettiest of mountain 
lakes upon the other, and we ascend jn 
sight of the great Rocky Mountain 
Range, (before us, and Montana.) while 
to the east are calmly stretched the Wind 
River Ranges, and towards the west of 
north the Bitter Root peaks protrude 
themselves to view. Thirty miles far- 
ther on, and Pleasant Valley station 
give us other food to feed on than those 
snow-capped scenes. Here the main 
mountgin range of all, dividing Idaho 
from Montana, must be scaled hefore 
this eldorado can be entered. Contrary 
to the general belief, this backbone of 
the continent is here crossed before the 
inexperienced mountain traveler thinks 
he has assaulted even the first redoubt. 
The “pass” is pure!y.a broad table-land, 
twenty miles in width, with snow no 
deeper than it was in Salt Lake valley 
darlag winter. "Twas over this that 
Lewis and Clarke, in 1806, came down 
from the Upper Missouri to follow the 
Snake River to its confluence with the 
Oregon or Columbia. And ‘twas over 
this that the ‘pilgrims’ trom Pike’s 
Peak, in °62, strayed from their due 
west direction for the Salmon River 
Mines, and stumbled against the golden 
nuggets of Grasshopper Gulch, at what's 
now known as Bannack, in Montana.— 
A ride of twenty miles takes us out of 
Idaho and into Montana Territory, leav- 
ing the Rocky Mountains to both our 
south and our northwestward. Here we 
meet the “Junction,” a station kept by 
Mr. Pattee for the O.S. Line. The roads 
to Bannack and Virginia cities diverge 


from here, those three pdints forming an | 


equilateral triangle. Were it aot for 
the mail, which has to be delivered en 
route at Bannack, we would drive north- 
easterly direct to Virginia City as. soon 
as it takes to go northwesterly to Ban- 
nack, a distance of say seventy miles-- 
En route to the latter, the Missouri 
Springs, Red Reck and Horse Prairie 
sage-brush 
plains and snowy hills requiring change 
from the coach to sleigh and vice versa. 
It was at the latter place that Lewis and 
Clarke, sixty winters ago, spent a season 
waiting for Indians to pass along, so as 
to swap their States canoes and grub for 
Cayuse ponies wherewith to “pack” 
their way to Boise and thence by boats 
again to the Columbia. 

Thus far, indulgent reader, have we 


had your patience—over eighty miles of 


Utah’s settlements ; over a 300-mile belt 
of Idaho; and over the mountains to 
Montana. This third tedious letter, there- 
fore, ends epistolary items “From Utah 
to Montana.’’ Henceforth, and for the 
sake of change, we eball eseay to enter- 
tain you on “Montana as it is.’ Nor 
would we thus have put your patience 


to the teat, were it not for the sake of 


showing to the easterners, whether the 
stay at home, or travel hither, that the 
contour of the mountain regions between 
Mormondom and Montana is not such a 
monster myth as many of them have 
heretofore supposed,—that though, along 
this route, the snowy spurs and bleak 
concentric ranges rise and run in every 
shape and sections, yet there are lovely 
lawns and pleasing parks, rolling hills 
and rippling rivulets to civilize the 
scene and make it, as a whole, what 
through New England is es- 
teemed for—geniality and grandeur.— 
The ranches on the route. the ten-mile 
stations, the travelers to and fro, and the 
occasional ficet of “‘prairie schooners”’ 
fréighted with Utah flour, and weather- 
bound on the way, to weigh anchor in 
the spring—all afford a friendly feeling 
and assure us that traveling inthe Rocky 
Mountains is quite different from what 
the books had caused us to believe.— 
And the train of thought these scenes of 
travel seriously suggest, to the true citi- 
zen, are not without their moral benefit 
to himself and bis country; for, as the 
venerable Bryant has beautifully said, 
The mountains— 
The creed of Liberty | 

That creed is written on the-untrampled snow 
Thundered by torrents which no power can bold 
Save that of God when He sends jforth His cold, 


And breath'd by winis that through the free 
heaven Diow."’
